Text: Jude 11, “Woe unto them! for 
©. have gone in the way of Cain, 
and ran greedily after the error of 
Balaam for reward, and perished in 
the gainsaying of Core.” 


Jude here was painting a signboard 
to the people, warning them to stead- 
fastness in “defense of the faith.” He 
calls their attention to common sal- 
vation, and the faith which was once 
delivered unto the saints, ver. 3, and 
warns them of hurtful things which 
may creep in. He cries out with this 
text, “Woe unto them! for they have 
gone in the way of Cain,” etc. Cain 
went the route apart from the blood. 
He was willing to offer the material 
things, such as the fruit of the field, 
but God desired a “living sacrifice.” 
Thus Abel did offer, and God had 
respect. unto Abel and his offering. 
Gen. 4:3, 4. 

There are many today following the 
way of Cain because of their leader- 
ship. If the leader has not had the 
blood applied to his life, he will teach 
his followers that it is foolishness to 
think of such. Verse 4 says, “... Who 
were before of old ordained to this con- 
demnation, ungodly men (not washed 
in the blood), turning the grace of 
our God into lasciviousness, and deny- 
ing the only Lord God, and our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” Yes, the Apostle Paul 
said they were ever learning, and 
never able to come to the knowledge 
of the truth. 2 Tim. 3:7. They speak 
evil of dignities. They are as brute 
beasts in their knowledge, corrupting 
themselves. These are spots in your 
feasts of charity. Clouds they are 
without water, carried about of winds; 
“trees whose fruit withereth, without 
fruit, twice dead,” yes, dead in sin, 
and dead in their aim. These be they 
who separate themselves, sensual, 
having not the Spirit. V. 19. Woe unto 
them! 

Peter said these were “wells with- 
out water, clouds that are carried 
with a tempest; to whom the mist of 
darkness is reserved for ever,” 2 Peter 
2:17. 

“They profess that they know God; 
but in works they deny him, being 
abominable, and disobedient, and un- 
to every good work reprobate,” Titus 
1:16. 

“And they shall turn away their

turned unto fables,” 2 Tim. 4:4. See 
2 Peter 3:17; 1 Tim. 4:1-3. 


Unchanged character may coexist 
with a changed form of manifestation 
in the blindness of men, but there is 
coming a day when every man’s work 
will be tried as by fire. 1 Cor. 3:13. 
They teach heresies from their carnal 
mind. Col. 2:8, “Beware lest any man 
spoil you through philosophy (worldly 
wisdom) and vain deceit, after the 
tradition of men, after the rudiments 
of the world, and not after Christ.” 
Verse 18, “Let no man beguile you of 
your reward in a voluntary humility 
and worshipping of angels, intrduding 
into those things which he hath not 
seen, vainly puffed up by his fleshly 
mind.” The 19th verse says, “And not 
holding the head”; i.e., he doesn’t 
know Christ. He has no connection 
with spiritual things. He doesn’t even 
know God in the free pardon of his 
sins. But he is ready to tell you that 
the Holy Ghost is not for us today, 
and that shouting is out of order; 
speaking in tongues is of the devil, 
etc. But woe unto him! said the text. 
They will not be reasoned out of their 
self-willed purpose, but persist in fol- 
lowing their fleshly desires. They walk 
after the flesh, and not after the 
Spirit. Matt. 15:7-9, “Ye hypocrites, 
well did Esaias prophesy of you, say- 
ing, This people draweth nigh unto 
me with their mouth, and honoureth 
me with their lips (lip service); but 
their heart is far from me; But in 
vain they do worship me, teaching 
for doctrines the commandments of 
men.” 

Disobedience may cloak itself in the 
guise of obedience, but it will be 
weighed in the balances and found 
wanting. Insincere repentance natur- 
ally passes over into presumptuous 
sin. The Israelites did so (Deut. 1:43- 
45), which is a type of modern re- 
ligion today. They are presumptuously 
conceived; presumptuously prepared 
for; presumptuously persevered in; 
“straitened in their own bowels.” 2 
Cor. 6:11, 12. 

“Woe unto them!” he continues, 
“for they have gone in the way of 
Cain, and ran greedily after the error 
of Balaam for reward, and perished 


in the gainsaying of Core.” 

The apostates of today, as well as 
those of ancient times, have “gone in 
the way of Cain.” They have religion, 
but, like Cain’s, it is bloodless. Cain is 
a type of the natural, unregenerated 
man who professes to be a Christian 
but rejects the atoning blood of 
Christ. All such have religion but not 
salvation! 

Balaam is a type of the false min- 
ister who compromises the truth for 
money. He is willing and careful to 
speak smooth words and will proph- 
esy falsely as long as purse-strings of 
the ungodly are being unloosed. He 
loves and takes the “wages of un- 
righteousness.” 

The sin of Korah (Core) was in re- 
jecting God’s appointed high priest 
and coming to God in his own name. 
See Num. 16:1-35. 

Korah, Dathan, and Abiram were 
not priests. They had no right to 
come into the presence of God except 
through the priesthood of Aaron. But 
they ignored God’s way and the inter- 
cession of Aaron, and brought strange 
fire before the Lord. 

What was wrong about this? Aaron, 
in his priestly office, was a type of 
Him who was to come, even the Lord 
Jesus Christ, God’s great High Priest. 
In refusing to come to God through the 
intercession of the high priest, Aaron, 
these men were rebelling against the 
High Priest who was to come. 

Likewise, Our modern apostates 
deny that the Lord Jesus Christ, as 
our great High Priest, offered Himself 
as a perfect sacrifice for our sins upon 
Calvary’s cross, and having risen from 
the dead, is at the right hand of God 
the Father as our Intercessor. They 
are following in the way of Korah, 
and will perish as surely as he per- 
ished. 

Jude told the early Church that 
these were “spots in your feasts.” The 
original term here means “hidden 
rocks.” How dangerous to the mariner 
are hidden rocks. They are not 
marked on the chart by which he 
steers his ship. They lie beneath the 
surface of the water. 

Even so with the modernistic apos- 
tates of today. But with these wolves 
in sheeps clothing, it may be that 
when they lodge among us that we

Boring Within 

An Associated Press report from 
Washington, dated July 11, stated that 
the House Committee on the Un- 
American activities said today that 
security officers at the Oak Ridge 
atomic bomb project “think that the 
peace and security of the United 
States is definitely in danger.” Rep- 
resentative J. Parnell Thomas (Rep. 
New York), a member of the com- 
mittee, gave the report to the House 
Rules Committee. 

“The report said scientific societies 
with headquarters located ‘inside the 
reservation at Oak Ridge’ are ‘very 
active in support of international ci- 
vilian control of the manifacture of 
atomic materials’ and ‘the activities 
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of these societies are devoted to the 
creation of some form of world gov- 
ernment.’

“These societies are definitely op- 
posed to army supervision at Oak 
Ridge and are just waiting for the day 
when military administration will be 
thrown out. 

“The officers whose statements we 
have taken not only admit communi- 
cation with persons outside of the 
United States, but in substance they 
say they intend to continue this prac- 
tice. 

“If jurisdiction and control of the 
Oak Ridge reservation passes into 
civilian hands, the political plans for 
exploiting the place are well advanced 
and there undoubtedly would be trou- 
ble in the reservation within six 
months.”

AND DIARIES 

“Finally, brethren, whatsoever 
things are true, whatsoever things are 
honest, whatsoever things .are just, 
whatsoever things are pure, whatso- 
ever things are lovely, whatsoever 
things are of good report; if there be 
any virtue, and if there be any praise, 
THINK on these things,” Phil. 4:8. 

I think we can not overemphasize 
the value of journals, letters, memoirs, 
and diaries, as well as famous 
speeches, to the minister. Take, for 
example, John Wesley’s four-volume 
journal. No one but he who has read 
these volumes can understand the 
impact of Methodism on all England; 
nor can he imagine the glorious, oft- 
times startling, and offensive (to 
some) actions of convicted sinners in 
John Wesley’s great outdoor congre- 
gations—falling down like dead; 
screaming, weeping, laughing, shout- 
ing, as the mighty preachers thun- 
dered forth their messages of repent- 
ance, salvation by grace through 
faith (not works), holiness, yes, per- 
fection; while looked upon with scorn 
by the Church of England and bitterly 
opposed by her clergy. But God was 
with this man who said, “I look upon 
the whole world as my parish.” 

When I read these accounts I won- 
der what Methodism of this day would 
do if there should be a recurrence of 
such manifestations as were common 
in those days. Wesley did not escape 
his share of persecutions. Once en- 
circled by an angry mob which cried 
out, “Away with him! Kill him at 
once!” he escaped with this much in- 
jury, according to his words. “By how 
gentle degrees does God prepare us for 
His will! Two years ago a brick grazed 
my shoulders. It was a year after that 
the stone struck me between the eyes. 
Last month I received one blow, and 
this evening, two; one before we came 
into the town, and one after we were 
gone out; but both were as nothing: 
for though one man struck me on the 
breast with all his might, and the 
other on the mouth with such force 
that the blood gushed out immediate- 


( ly, I felt no more pain from either of 
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the blows than if they had touched 
me with a straw.” 


Thank God for Aldersgate, and 
thank God for Azoosa Street—or 
wherever the latter rain of the Spirit 
first fell! The Pentecostal people have 
had no persecutions compared to what 
Methodism had in England. The 
Methodists were very unpopular but 
they had the message for that day, 
and likewise we are, if the truth is 
wholly known, disliked in this day, 
but we have a message for this sick 
world. 

The reason we read these records 
left for us is because there is a pro- 
found, inherent desire to know how 
other people lived. How they came, 
saw, suffered, wept, laughed, aspired, 
conquered, sinned, repented, and died. 
Here we get the more intimate ex- 
periences. This type of reading has 
been called, “Biography in Undress.” 

Who has not wept for sheer joy, 
upon reading the account of Helen 
Keller’s struggle for education and 
enjoyment of life, against the odds of 
both blindness and deafness? Are the 
clouds dark and foreboding? Some 
time spent with “wonderful” Helen 
Keller brings us back thrilled at the 
chance of being alive and able to pur- 
sue our course for achievement. 

Thinking of journals, there are 
some that should by all means be 
placed in our libraries, such as Wes- 
ley’s, Livingstone’s, Brainerd’s, John 
Woolman’s, Helen Keller’s, and 
Amiel’s. Any minister will cherish a 
copy of the memoir’s of that conse- 
crated preacher, McCheyne. Grant’s 
“Personal Memoirs” should also be 
mentioned. 

It is significant that the great 
American poet, Edwin Markham, who 
claimed to know the contents of his 
12,000 volume library, in naming ten 
most precious books, ones which he 
would wish to have on a desert island, 
Amiel’s Journal was his second choice. 
Indeed, no one would want to be with- 
out this Journal when once he has 
tasted and seen that it is good. May I 
venture to quote what he said about 
hearing one, Adolphe Monod, preach 


on “St. Paul or the Active Life”?: “I 
felt the golden spell of eloquence: I 
found myself hanging on the lips of 
the orator, fascinated by his boldness, 
his grace, his energy, and his art, his 
sincerity and his talent; . . . he made 
St. Paul cry during an hour and a 
half; he made an old nurse of him; 
he hunted up his old cloak, his pre- 
scriptions of water and wine to Timo- 
thy, the canvas that he mended, his 
friend Tychicus—in short, all that 
could raise a smile; and from it he 
drew the most unfailing pathos, the 
most austere and penetrating lessons. 
He made the whole St. Paul, martyr, 
apostle, and man—his grief, his char- 
ities, his tenderness—live again before 
us, and this with a grandeur, an unc- 
tion, a warmth of reality such as I 
have never seen equalled .. . Finally, 
as a peroration, he dwelt upon the 
necessity for a new people, for a 
stronger generation, if the world is to 
be saved from the tempests which 
threaten it. ‘People of God, awake! 
Sow in tears, and ye may reap in tri- 
umph!’ What a study is such a ser- 
mon! I felt all the extraordinary lit- 
erary skill of it, while my eyes were 
still dim with tears. Diction, composi- 
tion, similes—all is instructive and 
precious to remember. I was astonishd, 
shaken, taken hold of.” 

What parent will ever forget the 
probing exactness with which he 
points out the proper training of a 
child, in his entry, 6th January 1853: 
“Self-government with tenderness— 
here you have the condition of all 
authority over children. The child 
must discover in us no passion, no 
weakness of which he can make use; 
he must feel powerless to deceive or 
to trouble us; then he will recognize 
in us his natural superiors, and he will 
attach a special value to our kindness, 
because he will respect it. The child 
who can rouse in us, anger, or im- 
patience, or excitement, feels himself 
stronger than we, and a child only 
respects strength. The mother should 
consider herself as her child’s sun, a 
changeless and ever-radiant world, 
whither the small restless creature, 
quick at tears and laughter, light, 
fickle, passionate, full of storms, may 
come for fresh stores of light, warmth, 
and electricity, of calm and of courage 
... If she is herself passionate, she will 
inculcate on her child a capricious 
and despotic God, or even several dis- 
cordant gods. The religion of a child 
depends on what its mother and its 
father are, and not on what they say

It was in the year 1910 that we re- 
ceived the light on the Church of 
God; fell in love with its teachings 
and became one of its members.

We are not able to tell the member- 
ship of the Church at large how much 
we have enjoyed your prayers and 
cooperation, and we know you will do 
the same for the one who may suc- 
ceed us in this office.

But we found 
that the church did not have one 
dollar on a building fund, so we asked 
the realtor if he knew where we could 
borrow $500 to make the down pay- 
ment. He said yes, give him about 
two hours, and he came back and said 
he was borrowing the money from the 
man we were buying the house from, 
to make himself a down payment on 
the house. So, in a few hours he had 
the papers ready and we had our 
trustees ready and the trade was 
finished. The parsonage is modern, 
ten rooms, two baths and a nice, shady 
yard. The Willing Workers’ Band is 
taking care of the payments on the 
$500 loan in double quick time. We 
expect to have it all paid off by the 
first of the year. We have five rooms 


© of the parsonage rented out, bringing 
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in $70 a month, which takes care of 
the regular payments on the house, 
also the water, light and gas bills, and 
some redecorating of the house. The 
church in Chillicothe now has prop- 
erty valued at $7,500 and only owes 
about $3,200 balance on it. 

Our Sunday School and Y. P. E. 
attendance has increased quite a lot 
and our regular servics are well-at- 
tended. We are giving God the praise 
for all that has been accomplished.

.. . The child sees what we are, be- 
hind what we wish to be. Hence his 
reputation as a physiognomist ... 
This is why the first principle of edu- 
cation is: Train yourself; and the 
first rule to follow if you wish to pos- 
sess your self of a child’s will is: Mas- 
ter your own.” I have auoted too 
lengthily, and given but a scant hint 
of the greatness of this unique jour- 

nal. 

The Diary of Samuel Pepys, which 
took Professor John Smith three years 
to decode, tells all of the corruption 
and evil of that age in England. The 
intimate details were set down be- 
cause it was written with no thought 
for publication. While we are to be 
occupied in mind by the pure, it is 
still pertinent that we know at least 
the evils with which our age is 
fraught. 

In the field of literature, we must 
not overlook the importance of letters. 
Perhaps our choice would include 
“The Paston Letters,” Dostoievsky’s, 
Lamb’s, Browning’s and Barrett’s, 
Stevenson’s, Thoreau’s, Lincoln’s 
“Speeches and Letters”, Grenfell’s 
“Forty Years for Labrador,’ Lord 
Chesterfield’s “Letters to His Son,” 
and others as interest would demand 
them. In Lord Chesterfield’s “Let- 
ters to His Son,” there is to be found 
the most excellent advice to any pro- 
fessional person.—‘Dispatch is the 
soul of business.” “Never read history 
without having maps, and a chrono- 
logical book, or tables, lying by you, 
and constantly referred to; without 
which history is only confused heaps 
of facts.” 

The inspiration, and help that these 
sources will supply is incalculable! It 
remains for each one, the privilege to 
avail himself of this rich heritage of 
literature.

steal Him away and declare Him risen 
from the grave (for He had said that 
on the third day He would rise again), 
they set a watch of soldiers to keep 
anyone from removing His body from 
the tomb. But, hearken, what do you 
hear? Just at daybreak an angel came 
and rolled the stone away from the 
entrance of the tomb, for the noise it 
caused by its removal cast a shadow 
between the soldiers and the tomb, 
a deep sleep came upon the watch, 
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there was a great moaning as the seal 
was broken, and the stone was rolled 
away. 

It seems to me there must have 
been an awful mist over the place as 
the Son of God burst forth from that 
tomb. This was the resurrection of 
our Christ from the grave, and now 
He had conquered sin, death, and the 
grave. If it were not for this resurrec- 
tion, there could be no hope for us of 
ever entering heaven. But thanks be 
unto God, we have the assurance in 
God’s Holy Book that we will some 
day be resurrected, too.

I am waiting 
and hoping for that day to come when 
Christ shall descend with a great 
shout, and I expect to “meet him in 
the air,” and so shall I ever be with 
the Lord, when all His bride shall be 
gathered together to the spot where 
He ascended into heaven. Won’t that 
be a blessed time for all His saints. 
Are you in the bride? Let us pray that 
the second coming of Christ will soon 
be here. Amen! 





DOCTRINAL HERESIES OF 

APOSTASIES

can unload them before we lose our 
ship. They are hidden among the re- 
ligions of the world in the “name of 
the church.” They profess to be what 
they are not. They are in the pulpits 
and pose as ministers of the Christ, 
and they speak of Jesus Christ, and 
God, and prayer, and the Bible, while 
denying every essential and revealed 
doctrine of the divine plan of redemp- 
tion. They are twice dead—dead in 
sin, dead in their aim; i. e., set in their 
own views. Straitened in their bowels. 
Twice dead! Yes, no fruit, no leaves, 
no sap. They have lost fruit, leaves, 
and sap; no spring for them. Woe un- 
to them! for they have gone in the 
way of Cain. 

The Judaizers in the early Church 
age tried to enter in with their hurt- 
ful heresies. Acts 15:1,24; Gal. 2:4; 
6:12. 

If we are to keep the law in any 
part, inasmuch even as to observe 
Saturday for the Sabbath, I would like 
to have a few questions answered by 
the Judaizers as follows: 

Where is the proof that any man 
ever kept the seventh day, except by 
special commandments prior to the 
proclamation of the Ten Command- 
ments at Mount Sinai? Gen. 2:2,3; 
Exod. 16:1-30; 20:1-17. 

If Christians are required to keep 


the seventh day, why do you depart 
from your house on that day, seeing 
those to whom the law was given were 
plainly commanded not to do so? 
Exod. 16:29. 

If you keep one Sabbath Day—the 
seventh day—why not keep them all— 
the seventh year and the year of Ju- 
bilee? Who authorized you to make 
distinction in favor of the seventh 
day? Lev. 25:1-22. 

If Christians are required to keep 
the Sabbath, how are they to live in 
cold climates? Exod. 35:1-3. 

Is it the duty of Christians to put 
to death those who break the Sab- 
bath Day? Num. 15:32-36. If “yes,” 
who will be the public executioner? 
If “no,” what will you do with the 
law? Exod. 35:2. If you say that the 
penalties are abolished, I answer that 
the same scriptures that you use to 
establish this prove without a shadow 
of doubt that the law, too, is abol- 
ished. If you admit that the penalties 
are still in force, and you don’t car- 
ry them out, there is not a Sabbath- 
keeper on top of the green earth who 
can escape the vengeance of the brok- 
en law! 

If Christians are to observe the 
seventh day, why did Jesus declare 
that all law and prophecy hang on 
love instead of the Sabbath, seeing 
the command to keep the Sabbath is 
the one on which you hang your ev- 
erlasting all? Matt. 22:34-40; Rom. 
13:8-10. 

Why did Jesus not require the 
young ruler to keep the Sabbath when 
enumerating the commandments? 
Matt. 19:16-20; Mark 10:17-22; Luke 
18:18-24. 

If Christians are to keep the law of 
Moses—the Sabbath—why did the 
apostles and elders who met at Jeru- 
salem leave it out of their address to 
the churches? Acts 15:1-29. This case 
finds, in some respects, a parallel in 
your theorizing that Judaizing teach-_ 
ers had gone forth declaring to the 
brethren that unless they would sub- 
mit to circumcision and keep the law 
of Moses, they could not be saved. The 
apostles said, “We gave no such com- 
mandment.” V. 24. 

If Christians are to keep the Sab- 
bath, how are we to account for the 
open violation of the law by Jesus who 
is our example, unless by saying that 
the power that made the law can take 
it away, and that He did it? Matt. 
12:1-8; John 7:22-24. 

If you keep the Sabbath because, as 
you think, it was kept before the law 
of Moses, why don’t you practice cir- 
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cumcision, seeing that it was plainly 
commanded in those ages? Gen. 17:1- 
14; Gal. 5:2-4, 16. 

When did patriarch, prophet, apos- 
tle, or anybody else command any 
Gentile to keep the law of Moses? No 
dodging here. Give me chapter and 
verse, please! 

Paul says the ministration of death 
written and engraved in stone (Exod. 
20:1-17; 31:18; 32:15, 16; 34:1-28) was 
done away (2 Cor. 3:1-18). When, 
where, and by whom was it brought 
back into force? Name the day, the 
age, the authority, and give proof 
from the Book. If your doctrine is 
true, the great apostle of the Gentiles 
stands convicted of a false report. 

If the early Christians kept the 
Sabbath Day, why did they break 
bread on the “first day of the week”? 
Acts 20:7. 

If Christians are to keep the Sab- 
bath Day, how do you account for the 
fact that the apostles preached the 
gospel in Jerusalem, Samaria, and to 
Cornelius, the Gentile, without com- 
manding a single individual to keep 
it? Did they, under the inspiration of 
the Holy Ghost, fail to properly in- 
struct their converts? Acts 2:1-47; 
8:1-10; 10:1-48; 16:1-40. Is it not a 
fact, according to the book of Acts, 
that the thing done was of more im- 
portance than the day? Acts 20:7. 

Do you keep the Sabbath Day? No 
dodging; do you? Do you rest, or put 
in the day “promulgating your doc- 
trine”? Do you not eat food on that 
day prepared by work on a fire kin- 
dled in violation of the law? Exod. 
20:8-11; 35:1-3. Do you offer the 
burnt offerings required by law? Num. 
28:3-10. Do you remain in your house 
during that day? Exod. 16:29. If you do 
not keep the Sabbath according to the 
law, you do not keep it at all. If you 
admit that any part of the law con- 
cerning the Sabbath is done away, 
your course ends up with a conclusion 
that it is all done away. If you deny 
that any part of it is done away, you 
condemn yourself ,for you do not keep 
it. Which way will you take? 


Why do you insist on keeping the 
Sabbath when the Old Testament 
plainly prophesied that God would 
cause the “Sabbath” to cease? Hosea 
2:11. Are you not fighting God when 
you try to keep from ceasing what 
God said He would make to cease? 

Why do you not observe the feast 
days and new moons and solemn 
feasts of the Jews, such as Passover, 
Pentecost and Tabernacles, if you ob- 
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serve the Sabbath? for God said the 
Sabbath should “cease” when those 
other Jewish days ceased. Hosea 2:11. 

Was not the immediate change 
from seventh day to the “first day” 
the “Lord’s doing” and “marvelous in 
our eyes,” as God said it would be in 
Psa. 118:23, 24? 

Is not the Sabbath—the seventh 
day, the day of worship of an accursed 
people, and a desolate hope? (Gal. 
3:10; Matt. 23:38.) 

Did not the resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus and the descent of the Holy 
Ghost both occur on Sunday—the 
first day of the week? And if so, are 
not an “empty tomb” and the filling 
of the Holy Ghost the two most pro- 
found causes of joy in all time? Since 
both of these occurred in the “full- 
ness of time” on the first day of the 
week, are they not infallible proofs 
that the Lord’s Day is the day the 
Lord made for His people to rejoice 


and be glad in? Psa. 118:24. Selah!!! 
“Woe unto them! for they have 
gone in the way of Cain.”
